NEW YORK, February 22.—If George Wash- 


ington were president today he would look 


upon the disarmament conference as the great- 
est step toward a better civilization in the 
world's history. 


He would see in it the beginning of a great 


world movement that will bring nations to a 
better understanding. 


He would recognize a changed condition that 


would require a closer alliance between the 


United States and Great Britain, in particular, 
and France. This would ,-not be a political al- 
liance, but a defensive alliance by which these 
countries could stand together and protect each 
other and the weaker nations of the world. 


If Washington were here today ha-would find 


the American woman superior to her grand- 
mother in initiative, physical development and 
independent thought. 
He would be proud of 


her. 


It is not generally known that George Wash- 


ington held the country's record in the running 
broad jump. It wasn't exceeded until 1883. He 
was also a fine wrestler and enjoyed moat every 
sport. 


If-he were here today he would undoubtedly 


be interested in baseball, football and other 
clean healthy games of thej American youth. 


Always abreast of the tfnes and often a bit 


ahead, President Washington would have had 
the greatest innovations of the age in the White 
House. 


He was the first man in the country to use 


the letter press, and one, of the first to use a 
gold pen in writing. There is no doubt that he 
would have his home equipped with every 
known utility ranging from electrical house- 
hold appliances to a wireless telephone. 


If he were a bit younger, he probably would 


be an ardent aviator.

He would be a regular patron of the opera, 


the theatre and the better class of moving pic- 
ture—and possibly an occasional visitor to the 
circus.

landed estate, Washington was no idler. 
B<fe fought his way into history by hard 
work, lie was onlv 16 years old when he 
headed westward into the wilderness as a 
surveyor. 


He served as surveyor for three years. 


The pay \v as small. But George was econ- 
omical, saving enough fiom his wages to 
biiy large tiacts of land before he waa of 
age. 


At maturity, his "reputation was estab- 


lished as- a thrifty, reliable, hard worker, 
intensely democratic, of simple tastes, a 
"square deal" man. The virile pioneers ac- 
cepted him naturally as their 
logical 


leader. 


A leading character of critical times, 


Washington 
w a s serious-minded 
from 


youth. He knew the bitter hardships-of 
winter in the unexplored wilderness, In- 
dian fighting, and the starvation and cold* 
of Valley Forge. 


Washington never admitted that defeat

Washington and His Hatchet 


JJY WILLIAM E. BARTON 


Tha.t .George Washington 
hatchet 


story has become a joke. One rarely 
hears it referred to except in terms 
of hilarity. But it is one of very few 
stories that have come down to us 
concerning the youth of George Wash- 
ington and it is not in all respects- un- 
worthy either of credence or respect. 


The original little hatchet 
story 


conies to us from the pen o'f Mason 
L. Weems, a friend of Washington 
and for a time rector of Pohick church 
where Washington attended. He wrote 
several books, the. most famous of 
which is his "Life of Washington." 
The >5rst edition was a pamphlet of 
82 pages which appeared in 1800j very 
shortly after the death of Washing- 
ton. It grew into a sizable little book 
of 244 pages. It ran through 40 or 
more editions. 


Lee Praises Book 


Weems was not only the friend of 


the Washington family, but also of 
the Leea and other noted 
Virginia 


people. The title page of. his book 
bears this testimony from 
General 


Lee: "Light Horse Harry" of the Re- 
volutionary Army, the intimate friend 
of Washington: 


"The author has treated this great 


subject with admirable success in a 
new way. He turns all the actions of 
Washington to the encouragement of 
virtue, by a careful application of 
numerous 
exemplifications 
drawn 


from the conduct of the founder of 
our republic from his early life." 


That is to say that General Lee and 


other intimate friends of Washington 
admired this stilted old biography for 
the very qualities that have caused 
us to ridicule it.

son Weems wrote it. Having related 
how the father of George was very 
careful to train him in habits of 
truthfulness, with classic parallel re- 
ferences to Ulysses and Telemachus, 
he says:
